A mile and one-eixteenth special was the rac- 
ing feature, and although only four horses 
started they were so evenly matched that it 
was almost impossible for the wise men to 
make a selection. The quartette that started 
was Macy, John Baker, Jolly Boger and King’s 
Highway. Macy and John Baker divided the 
play and a lot of money was bet on them, Macy 
opened at 13 to 5 and was backed down to 8 to 5. 
There was some 2 to 1 John Baker but very 
little and at post time he, too, was 8 to 5. Jolly 
Roger had a stout following and so had 
King’s Highway. The race was interesting 
of aspect for about seven furlongs Then, John 
Baker, an extremely shifty horse in heavy 
.going, came away and won easily. He was con- 
ceding a horse of class like Macy eight pounds 
and did it like a gentleman. Rose rode John 
Baker, took him to the front immediately after 
the start and rated him there cleverly. Macy 
was always within striking distance and all 
down the backstretch he seemed to be running 
very easily, and from the stand it looked as 
th< uga be could run over John Baker when he 
got ready. The latter, however, had a lot in 
reserve, and on the far turn stole away from 
Macy. Burns, who rode the latter, made his 
move at the tbre6 furloDgs post, but he tever 
could catch John Baker. Mecy easily beat 
Jolly Roger for the place. The latter is 
sulker and did not run his race. 

Old Montgomery has bsen in the worst kind 
of luck lately. He could run second and third 
-all right enough but it seemed impossible for 
him to wiu a race. He broke this spell of bad 
luck in the first event and after a most deeper, 
ate drive through the stretch got up just ia 
time to uose out Antiquary. From the sixteenth 
post he me this pair had it hammer and tongs 
and it was principally through Barns’ superior 
riding that Moutgt mery won. Dugan, who 
rode Antiquary, seemed to get tired when the 
pinch came and let the colt bore out. This cost 
him the race. The finish was a very close erne 
and a noisy crowd foolishly gathered around 
the stand after the judges bad hong out Mont- 
gomery’s number. 

The defeat of Goodrich in the mile and a 
quarter race was a hard blow to the talent, 
The horse seemed to be the best of the bunch 
and. with Borns up, was figured as a good 
thing. He is a noted snlker. Goodrich ran 
kindly enough for a mile and seemed to be win- 
ning at the head of the stretch. Here a bump 
ing match ensued. Goodrich was the chief 
sufferer and Joe Shelby appeared to be the 
offender as to him. After the collision Good- 
rich hung and sulked. 

In an instant Joe Shelby took the lead, and, 
standing a hard drive gamely all through the 
stretch, managed to beat Goodrich by a lfngtk 
and a half. It seemed natural that Borns 
would claim foul against Joe Shelby, but he 
didn’t, and the judges took no notice of the 
interference. 

That Verify is one of the best mud runners in 
the weet was demonstrated in the second race 
He a as an odds-on favorite over Sam Lazarus 
Esq. and six others, end won running away 
He got off in front, and although H. B. Tobacco 
headed him for an instant down the back- 
etretch he was never in danger. On the far turn 
Vititoe made his run with Verify and Cahn’a 
gelding opened up a big gap in fifty yards. 
After that there was nothing to it as far as a 



contest was concerned, and Verify —pulled to a 
canter— won by ten lengths from Sam Lazarus 

Esq. 

The mile race for two-year-olds went to 
Hood’s Brigade. He led all the way and after 
a hard drive jast managed to last loDg enough 
to win by a half length from Florizar. On the 
latter Mitchell rode a very bad race. He 
stiould have won. The boy did not seem strong 
eDongh to hold him together and he slipped 
about all throagh the journey. 

P. M. Civill won the last race with Bishop 
Reed, but through winning he lost his horse. 
The Bishop won in an impressive way. He was 
entered for $800 and W. P. Magrane, who ran 
second with Mary Kinselia.bid him up to $1,000. 
Civill let him go at that price.

In passiog through Cincinnati en route to bis 
home at Frankfort Jndge L P. Tarlton, in the 
course of au interview, gave tbe following 
explanation of tbe new rule providing for Turf 
Congress Stakes, a part of tbe added money to 
which is to go to trainers and jockeys He said 

“A law was passed allowing aoy association 
that is a member of the Turf Congress to ask 
for any sum up to $1,000 out of the fund to be 
added to a stake, piovided tbe club asking for 
the same will add a like amouut. The Btake is 
to be called The Turf Congress Stakes at each 
track. Half the money that is obtained from 
that fund is to be divided among the trainers 
and jockeys of the first three horses at the 
finish, as follows: 40 per cent, to the trainer 
of the first horse, 20 par cent, to the trainer of 
tbe eecond horse and 10 per cent, to the trainer 
of the third horse. Of the remaining 30 per 
cent, it will be divided as follows among the 
| jockeys of the first three horses: 15 per cent 
t j the first, 10 per cent, to the second and 5 per 
cent, to the third.

lars of this money is set aside for the trainers 
and jockeys. The trainer of the first horse will 
receive $200. the trainer of the second horse 
$ ICO, the trainer of the third $50. The jockeys’ 
share will be divided $75 to the jockey who rode 
the first horse, $50 to the jockey who rode the 
second horse and $25 to the jockey who rode the 
third horse. 

“The congress also voted fcr a nnmber of 
bills for the relief of disabled jockeys, and 
voted to pay for the funerals of several who 
died during the year. Jockey Sherland’s 
funeral expenses of $375 were paid. He was 
killed at Nashville last year. The limit of 
funeral bills has bren set at $100, Disability 
fees for the Harlem track alone were $9C0 for 
the season, and they were approved. Jockeys’ 
fees have been raised to $25 from $10. Trainers’ 
fees remain at the same figure.” 

Judge Tarlton said the yearly income to the 
TulfCongress from trainers, jockey fees and 
fines was about $15,000 a year net. 

Jockey Wilson claims that jockey O’Connor 
was to blame fcr the fall of Sakhrat by crowd- 
ing him on the rail. Fratik Fairell says that 
Wilson made such report to the stewards. If 
Wilson’s statements are true then O’Connor is 
retnruiDg to his old habits. His employers do 
not wish him to use such tactics to win races, 
and he should ba taught to do better. He does 
not seem to respect man or horse. Iu the re- 
port sent out that O’Connor was suspended 
there was no mention of the offense charged, 
bat it no donbt resulted from Wilson’s com- 
plaint. His suspension will be a loss to Brom- 
ley & Co , but it is the only method to bring a 
boy to bis proper senses. It is to be deplored 
that O’Connor has this bad habit, for he i9 rid- 
ing in *riat shape.— Ntw York Exchango. 

Provision was made at the recent meeting of 
the American v Turf CoDgiees through which 
Washington Park, Oakley, Nashville aud Lex- 
ington will not lose membership in that body 
because of giving no meetings this year. In 
view of the tram of adverse circumstances that 
forced these organizations to forego racing in 
1899 it was felt that it wcnld be a iardship to 
permit them to lose membership even tempora- 
rily, so the opeiation cf clause 5 cf (he by-laws 
was suspended f«.r the year with the proviso 
that they should each give a mtetirg by or be- 
fore September 1, 1900. 

Redpatb, the two-year-old that ian eecond 
to Mesmerist in the Great Eastern Handicap 
beating Gulden, Gonfalon, Manbert and all of« 
the other crack two-year olus, will bs trained 
over the jumps.
